It ia generally believed, even among the best 
horseementaéA the country, that glanders is quite 
prevalent among horses. Many a valuable ani- 
mal has been killed by direction of his owner be- 
cause of an Ofensive discharge from his nostrils, 
which has been considered as a sure indication 
that the horse isafiected with that dreaded dis- 
Sense. glanders. The fact is, cases of glanders are 
few and far between. C. D. Bouse, the veteri- 
nary dentist, says that in all b. experience be has 
never known of but two cases, although he has 
known of hundred of instances when horses have 
been killed because they were sup te be 
affected with this disease. The whole trouble 
arises from neglect of the teeth.

VIRTUALLY ENDED. 

Peace prevails, and a quiet is settling upon 
the country. At a few points some little ex- 
citement still exists, but it is fading away. 
Chicago is tranquil. Bodies of police and a 
few companies of soldiers still guard the 
more dangerous districts in the southwest 
part of the city, but the mob is no 
more. It has been completely crushed, and 
there is at present no indication of another ↄut- 
break. Workingmen forced from their places 
of employment are returning to their labors, 
assured of protection. The various branches 
of industry, momentarily’ stopped by the 
force of the riot, are returning to a more 
profitable condition. A busier sene 
is presented at the depots. Res- 
sway of pas- 
sion and hate. The hungry bands of 
riotously-disposed have succumbed, and have 
slunk away into the slums that spawned 
them. For the moral effect upon those who 
may still aspire to conspicuous places in 
scenes of disorder, the streets are patrolled 
by heavily-armed police, who look in vain 
for something to sttack. There is scarcely a 
prospect of further trouble. 

St. Louis is under greater excitement than 
any other city. Her mob still exists, but 
the damage done is slight, and the rioters fly 
before the troops. The Commune has 
called for 500 volunteers, and demanded 
of the Mayor an explanation of his 
action in arming citizens. It is doubtful if 
the reinforcements will be forthcoming, and 
the citizens appear to put strong faith in ths 
efficiency of their militia. The city has an 


» admirably drilled force of mounted police 


who are reliable in any emergency. 

In Pittsburg the strikers hold to their or- 
ganization, but have been compelled to yield 
all the railroad property to its owners. A 
call has been made on the strikers for con- 
the expense ac- 
cruing ta citizens whose property 
was destroyed by fire. The Pennsylva- 
nia railroads are running, with tue ex- 
ception of coal branches, and these are not 
in opefation because of strikes in the mines. 
All troops in New York and Ohio bave been 
ordered to their homes. At Fort Wayne the 
strikers took the protection of order into 
their own hands. They attacked a mob of 
tramps, but were worsted with a loss of two

78; and it is notorious that the railroad 
companies themselves have suffered as severe- 
ly from the hard times as any other class of 
employers. If this fact stood alone, it would 
be enough to warrant a condemnation of the 
strike as unwise and ill-advised. But, be- 
ids this, the strike was 


on the 
very eve of the most plentiful harvest the 


sountry has had for years, and in the face 
of the certainty that the demand for the 
crops would come from all the world in a 
degree to assure good prices and rapid move- 
ment. This serieg of circumstances could 
not fail to enlarge the business and improve 
the condition of the railroads, and the em- 
ployes thereof could depend upon sharing 
the increased prosperity. No reasonable 
doubts that thé railroads would will- 

have increased wages with a restoration 

of good business. But had they neglected to 


do so voluntarily, the employes could then 


have struck without the danger that their 
places would be immediately supplied by un- 
employed men eager to take them at the 
lowest wages. Instead of awaiting their 
proper opportunity, they struck the railroads 
at a time when the latter were doing a light 
business and not making money; and then 
following up the strike by violent intimida- 
tion and violent suspension of the inter- 
State commerce of the country. 

4. The conduct of the strikers has been 
not merely unlawful and unwise, but it has 
been a great and criminal folly. It has 
crippled the railroads on which the strikers 
depend for bread and butter, and it has 
crippled the entire business of the country 
on which the railroads depend for support. 
Had the railroad strikers been guided by any 
inteliigence or reflection whatever, they could 
have foreseen that they aimed a blow at so- 
ciety itself. A number of puddlers may 
strike and only affect the iron trade; shoe- 
makers and tailors may strike, and only affect 
the leather aud cloth trade; and so on 
through all other employments. But a strike 
of the railroad men, comprehending 
the stoppage of trains, is necessarily a blow 
at all commerce, Thus 80,000,000 of in- 
nocent people have been directly and instantly 
injured by the strike. ‘The entire North and 
a number of the border States have been 
brought to a sudden stand-still, and the 
entire population visited with present loss 
and prospective suffering. It is not sur- 
prising that such a condition should produce 
mobs, emeutes, violence, plunder, incendia- 
rism, and murder. Society, abject under the 
terrorism of desolation, cannot escape the 
viciousness of the depraved classes. It must 
resist the latter first; but, when the violence 
has been overcome, it must remove the 
provocation by restoring commerce and 
industry. ‘The first step in this direction is 
to start the wheels of the freight trains; and 
the same power that has overcome the mobs 
will now tell the railroad strikers who are in 
an unlawful attitude of intimidation to stand 
back, and let other men take their places if 
they themselves are not willing to resume 
their situations. 


COST OF THE STRIKE. 

The riots in Chicago are over, and it is 
well that they are ended so soon. It will be 
still better if the leading rioters are dealt 
with so severely as to prevent a repetition of 
such scenes during the present generation. 
The experiment was too costly to be soon 
repeated. One can scarcely foot up the cost 
yet; but we may look at a few figures which 
will enable us to form some faint idea of the 
extent to which a community is affected by 
riot, independently of pillage or the destruc- 
tion of human life. 

The value of the live stock, grain, and 
other produce kept out of Chicago by the 
strike approximates. $2,300,000. The loss 
of trade to our dealers in dry goods, gro- 
ceries, boots and shoes, clothing, drugs, and 
other wholesale goods, is not far from $3,000, - 
000 more; and our varied manufacturing 
industries would have turned out $1,750,000 
worth of product during the time they have 
been kept in forced idleness by the mob, 

Here is a total, in round numbers, of 
$7,000,000. Ten percent of this would be 
$700,000, which is rather an underestimate 
of the wages to workers and the profits to 
the capitalists who would have handled the 


it refused to provide for the pay of the army 
with the intention of disbanding it or 60 
crippling it as to destroy its ¢fficiency. If 
any classof men in the United States has 
reason to strike itis the army, from Gen. 
Sunn man down to the drummer boy, who are 
working for nothing and taking their chances 
of pay in the future. Without any defensible 
reason and for no sufficient cause, the Demo- 
Congress has refused to pay them, and 
y gallant men have remained faithful 
and true to their duty and theircolors. They 
are now called upon to restore peace and 
order and suppress domestic violence within 
the States, and wherever th@y have appeared, 
small as their numbers are, they have suc- 
ceeded. The mobs have retired in West 
Virginia, Maryland, and Pennsylvania as fast 
as the regulars have come in. In Ohio and 
Illinois also, the mob has not cared or dared 
to take issue with them. They are restoring 
order all over the country, acting as the 
rallying centre of the police and militia. The 
President has acted as rapidly as 
the Constitution and the laws, light- 
ning expresses, and the telegraph 
will allow. He has gathered ail 
the available troops in the East and South, 
almost to the Rio Grande, for the protection 
of the central and Eastern cities. He has 
scoured the Indian territories to send troops 
to the relief of Chicago and St. Louis. No 
time has been lost; but he has only a little 
handful of men to call upon, and some of 
them are beyond call on the Rio Grande 
frontier, in the western wilderness, and away 
in the extreme northwestern sections of 
Oregon and Washington Territory, fighting 
Indians without pay, and yet with this small 
force he has made the power of the Govern- 
ment felt, and done great good. If he 
had a sufficient force there would have been 
no loss of life or property, no mob violence 
of any kind. It would have been over in a 
few hours. When Congress meets, its first 
duty must be to increase the army. It must 
be strong enough to. deal promptly 
with emeutes and sudden riots of mobs 
that are too strong for States to handle. 


ing as the nucleus of the police and the 
militia to render assistance when it is need- 
ed in preserving the peace and guarding the 
public arms, has no sympathies with any 
one. It has no politics, no affiliations, no 
connection with trades-unions or corpora- 
tions. Its duty is to preserve order and en- 
force obedience to law, no matter who the 
violators may be. 

Is it not, therefore, supreme folly and 
wickedness to cripple this arm of last resort, 
this ark of popular safety ? When Congress 
meets, these Democratic demagogues will 
hear a cry coming up from the people of this 
country, whose safety has been imperiled 
and whose property has been destroyed 
through their action, imperatively demand- 
ing of them to increase the army to at least 
45,000 men. In Europe, the average propor- 
tion of military to population is 10,000 to the 
million. In the United States it should be 
one-tenth as many,—1,000 men to the million 
population, with an increase of at least 1,000 
per year to keep pace with the annual million 
growth of the population. With such an 
army, the country would be forever safe 
from. mobs. There is no valid reason against 
the increase, not even of expense. We 
already have the officers, the war 
material, the  forts,— the skeleton, 
in fact, for such an army. The only thing 
wanting is the rank and file, which would 
not increase expenses more than two orthree 
millions per year.

that at the time of the recent strike, and for 


a year preceding, there were one million of 
able-bodied mechanics, miners, and laborers, 
as well as clerks and salesmen, out of em- 
ployment, because there was nobody to hire 
them. To these the whole field of labor, at 
any rate of wages, was closed. To these it 
was not a question of low wages, but a mat- 
terof no wages; not a question of eight or 
ten hours a day, but of employment at all. 
Was it politic for workingmen to strike for a 
general advance of wages and a reduction of 
time of labor, when there were one million 
of workmen who had no wages or work of 
any kind? Was it politic or sensible to strike 
for an increase of wages at a time when the 
number of persons able to get any wages was 
daily decreasing and prices were falling? 
One of the most essential requisites in the 
employment of labor is a wages fund. With- 
out a fund to pay wages, employment isa 
snare and a delusion. When the wages fund 
fails, then employment ceases. The ordi- 
nary earnings of capital have been failing. 
The owners of bank, insurance, railroad, and 
manufacturing stocks and bonds have suf- 


fered immense losses. Interest and divi- 


dends on $2,000,000,000 of railroad stock 
and bonds have de¢faulted within the last 
twelve months, and at least $500,000,000 of 
that investment has been sponged out of ex- 
istence. Theinterest on this defaulted stock 
and bonds, at 7 per cent, was equal to $140,- 
000,000 a year. This sum was taken away,—

on for support / It was $140,000,000 of in- 
come destroyed ; the means of these people 
to pay wages, to hire labor, to buy clothes, 
to pay rent, to purchase fuel, to ride 
on railroads, to build houses, to purchase 
furniture, and generally to expend for 
domestic purposes, was rednced that sum.

The Future Value of Silver. 


III. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

New Yorn, July 24.—It is not denied, even by 
the most violent opponent ot silver, that the re- 
monetization of the 412%-gfains dollar by the 
United States, accompapied by proper measures 
for resumption, would create a rise of the metal 
equal to about 587d. in London; but it is asserted 
that such advance would only be temporary, —that 
is te say, until the United States wouid have re- 
ceived all the ‘iscarded” metal of other na- 
tions, and then be cursed with a coptinually- 
depreciating currency, for which it had paid full 
valac. There is undoubtedly some truth in this, 
and perhaps more than even certain gold-mono- 
metallic writers, especially Ragluhmen, will ad- 
mit. Silver is very weak if the bimetallic school 
does not receive a powerful ally in the United 
States, and thereby the cry of the gold monome- 
tallic school of pure water, which declares silver 
as not fit for monetary purposes, and as ultimately 
of no value. be checked. Bvery fluctuation, 
and especially if such fuctuation be 
downward, creates’ soldiers for the army 
of that school. How far the action of the United 
States can check fluctuations, and determine the 
future value of silver, is a dificult question to be 
decided, because it depends upoh many coutingen- 
cies, which no man can exactly foreteli, 

im my preceding letters, I have, in a general 
se RSE, ted out past experience ; and I may here 
add that 
times prior to tne t discoveries of gold, and the 
great revolution brought about by machinery, 
steam, and teiegraphs, appear to me as wortaless 
as tne present discussion of a standard in Austria, 
or the attachment of value to the fact that Turkey 
has legally a goid standard. 

All we know is, that so far there would have 
deen no overproduction of silver; and that the 
depreciation mw partly due to the paper money in 
Italy. Which created a flow of Itaiy s metallic cur- 
reacy into France; and then mainiy 
tization of Germany. We know, 

France, Holland, and belgium are prett 

filled up, and een ditlicuities in 
retaiming their steca of silver in circulation vn a 
par wiih their standard, in case confidence in silver 
should not soon be re-established; also, that Ger- 
many has still silver to sell; and zuat the mines of 
the world are producing now at the rate of about 
$75, 000,000 per annum. It is alsoa fact that for 
the present there are no buyers of consequence for 
meney purpeses but Asiatic countries, and, 
temporarily, tae United States for subsidiary 
coimage, which latter buyer may soon drop out; 
ner appear any other large buyers in prospect 
within a reasonable time but Asia, and eventually 
this country. 

The production, of course, will depend very 
much upon tbe price, and past experience shows

ICE-CREAM. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, July 26.— In the last issue of The Home 
a lady asked fora recipe for making ice-cream. I 
have anexcellent one. Take one quart uf cream, 
two quarts of milk, two cups of sugar, two table- 
spoonfuls of arrowroot or corn-starch, and flavor 
with two teaspoonfuls of vanilla, or any other fla- 
voring you choose. Beat the sugar and yolks to a 
cream, the whites to be beaten toa stick froth and. 
added to the sugarand yolks. Bring about half 
the milk to a scalding point and add the arrowroot, 
which bas been dissoived in a little cola milk. As 
regards the quantity of salt and ice to be used, I 
couldn't tell exactly, but think about one-quarter 
as much salt as ice would be eufficient. We use a 

tent freezer, to which is attached a large wheel 
with a belt, so in turning this the cream can be 
beaten very fast, Which makes it light and good.

SAVING FRUIT-CANS.

Before 
beginning to put in the fruit pat the forefinger of 
the left hand on the edge of the can and hold the 
thumb and other fingers as low down on the out- 
side of the can as possibile, slipping them up as the 
can is filled, but taking care to hold the finger all 
the while om the top or edge. Change the fingers 
if it grows too hot, but keep a * on the edge 
of the can until it is brimful. No one need to 
lose a fruit jar, if this plan is adopted.

SKELETONIZED LEAVES. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Danviiie, III., July 24.—May I enter into the 
sacred precincts of The Home, and suppliantly 
place upon its altar directions for skeletonizing 
leaves, which I believe was inquired for by some 
one of the membere of The Home two weeks since? 
Leaves most easily skeletonized are tulip-tree, 
plar, argentina, box-ivy, magnolia, holly, hen- 
ne. Putin rain-water Lombardy poplar about 
July, laid in three weeks: orange and lemon 
leaves, August, one month; holly, smooth leaf, at 
any time, two months. To finish the leaves, lay 
them on a piece of glass, with a fine knife's point 
disengage the cuticle or skin, and with pliers draw 
them out with great care; then wash the plant or 
leaf by pouring warm water over it; it may lie a 
day or two, and then finish it. The most delicate 
requires a fine brush to remove the small remain- 
ing pieces. To bleach them, about a tablespoon- 
ful of chloride of lime to a quart of soft water: 
some require two, some five or six hours; keep it 
from the sun, CaRabDoc.

The Gtustlon was improved in financial citcles in 
feeling rather than m actual transactions. The 
prospect that freight traffic would soon be resumed 
gave a much more cheerful cast to untterpa- 
tions of the future. and relaxed the rather severe 
measures of non-interference taken by some of the 
banks. To ghut down entirely upon the mercan- 
tile community in 60 unexpected and.unusuai an 
emergency as this, and refuse to make advances 
upon any security, and decline to extend the least 
assistance to parties entirely independent 
in ordipaty circumstances, is a doubiful 
policy. Banks are not mere receptacies for 
fiduciary funds. They employ to their own profit 
the deposits made by their customers, and, when 
the latter are placed, by panic, a great fire, or some 
extraordinary industrial distarpance like the pres- 
ent, ine tight place, they have arigat to expect 
assistance from the banks. 

The supply of negotiable paper was light, and 
what was offered was subjected to close scrutiny. 
_ Rates of discount to regular customers were 8@10 
per cent. 

New York exchange was inactive. It was nom- 
inally at a discount of shipping rates. 

The clearitigs were $1, 700, 000. 

THE SYNDICATE. 

_ The relation between Secretary Sherman and the 
Byndicate, which that official has inherited from 
bis predecessors, doer not add anything to his 
popularity with the people, nor, a more important 
matter, to the efficiency of his administration. 
Tue TRIBUNE has on several occasions Criticised 
the arrangement between the Government and the 
Syndicate. This amounts to a monopoly, which is 
especially odious in this country, since the success 
ef previous popular loans shows it to be 
wnnecessary. Seven hundred millons of the 
war debt of the United States were 
founded under Secretary Chase without the 
aid of a Syndicate. France does not need the 
aid of the Rothechilds in borrowing money, nor, in 
our opinion, does the United States. The Syndi- 
cate, which is to receive a commission of $8, 000, - 
000 for superintending the funding of our vonds, 
has, of course, a different opinion. The Bulletin, 
of San Francisco, inan excellent article on this 
subject, very properly claims that the success of 
the popular subscriptions to the 4 per cents was 
not in consequence of the efforts of the Syndicate, 
but in spite of them. The connection of the 
Syndicate with the loan created a prepossession 
against it that had to be overcome before the people 
would subscribe. The Bulletin recaiis the fact 
that the loan came to be offered to public subscrip- 
tion only through the refusal ef u leading Amer- 
ican bank, invited to join the Syndicate, to enter 
the combination unless the loan were opened to 
the public. The Syndicate would not consent, but 
Secretary Sherman insisted that popular subscrip- 
tions should be received foramonth. The Hulletin 
adds that it ies aware of a single institution that 
stood ready to sct its name at the head of the list 
for one hundred millions of dollars, had the loan 
been opened for public subseription. A leading 
banker of San Francisco writes to one of the larg- 
est banks of this city in confirmation of these 
statements. He says:

“TRADE IN GREAT BRITAIN.

The profit that would have accrued on 
the handling of so much property, with its trans- 
portation, added to the cost of defending the city, 
which must be paid by taxation, will be a rough 
approximation to the total loss suffered by the 
strike in Chicago. It is time the thing were stop- 
ped; a little more of partial mob rule and it might 
have been hard to start again.
